ese nuns and the children of the orphan- 
age.

The bandits broke down the doors 6. 
the residence ard the church, and hav- 
ing looted those two buildings passed 
into the orphanage and then through the 
village, carrying’ off a large amount of 
logt and destroying many things which 
they could not carry. After the bandits 
departed the. Chinese priest emerged 
from his hiding-place, .and fled: with 
the nuns and the orphans to Tocheng. | 

Meanwhile the Other missionaries in 
the locality had taken refuge in the 
principal fortified places. 

BANDITS BURN OVER HUNDRED HOUSES. 

Since then these ‘bandits have been 
terrifying, the district, riding” from 
one place to another, taking the captive 
priest with them, Missiobaries, converts 
and churches seen: to be. their principal 
prey. A fortnight previously they burn- 
ed 110 houses belonging-.to Catholics in 
the Kuyanghsien district, leaving. noth- 
ing ‘behind. them, not even any of the 
grnuin which the poor people had saved 
their sustenance during the winter 
months. The gang also: looted two 
churches on the western side of tho 
parish. Sankai was the third place they 
pillaged. " Durin thes: raids the 
bandits proclaimed their desize to punish 
t the Catholics, whose principles. are op- 
posed: to lawless methods. 

On January 26th Catholic, students and 
schoolboys of the village of Yungeheng- 
yu,- situated” twelve miles north of 
Chilawhsubago, - arrived at Kweihua, 
having fled in terror from their homes. 
They were in a pitiful plight, having 
‘travelled forty miles on donkeys ip ex- 
tremely cold.'weather., They had not 


slept or-eaten for two days.. A number 


of orphan girls were given shelter in 
the fortified church at Chabanor,, 
PREVIOUS ATROCITIES. :

The depredations of o solitary robber 
may often be trdublesome to ‘putan end 
to; those of a band of pirates or brigands 
is tne casicst thing in the world to deal 
“with, nowndays—provided commonsense. 
(instéad of brilliant genius) is applied to 
the joh, ‘ : 

Both pirates and brigands have x base 
for their . business—often ‘two bases. 


When they have two: bases, they use one 


to concoct their villainy, and the other 
to reecive their plunder. 

The local pirates have two bases: 
Hongkong, where the next stunt is framed 
up; a depot on the mainland whither 


|they carry off their acquisitions ia the 


shape of goods and prisoners to be held 
for. ransom, . 

Outside of Hongkong, the two chief, 
bases of the pirates ‘responsible for the 
depredations that have caused so much 
trouble .wnd anndyance ‘to. the shipping 
of this*Colony are Bias Bay dnd Kongmi. 

There are’a number of localities de- 
signated Kongmi. The done alluded to 
now ix in the Shuntuk. district opposite 
to Mahning. The Shuntuk district is the 
great silk district of Squth China lying 
immediately S.W. from Canton, and form- 
jing nearly half of the West. River delia. 
Kongmi'is that: portion of the Sbuntuk 
district separated from the rest of it, by 


the, upper portion of the Junction Chan- 
nel; where the river steamers hound for 
Kongmoon turn and go South to their 
destination. Going through “the upper 
portion of the. Junction ‘Channel it is to’ 
the south of them; going south (after 
they have turned inte the main channel 
of the West River) it is to the east of 
them.’ ae eal es ‘ 

The: Kongmi. district is dominated ‘by 
Mahning and it is here that the Tai Lee 
pirates ianded with “their plunder and 
hostages’ fur ransom,.(hostages whom they 
are ‘still “holding) after: killing the cap- 
tain of that vessel.’
